Texas Expert 
May Inspect 
Arena Roof 


Proposal of Mayor Claude Har- 
rison that a roofing authority 
from Dallas, Texas, inspect—Me« 
morial Arena’s barrel roof is now 
in the hands of: City Council's 
arena committee 

The mayor’ told* City Council 
Wednesday the Dallas man would 
come at no expense to the city. 
He could view'the roof with other 
local roofers, the mayor sug- 
gested 

The mayor recommended also 
that tenders be called for water- 
proofing the roof-with an alumi- 
num surface. A 10-year guaran- 
tee would be required wit yearly 
inspection. 

In a letter to council, the mayor 
quoted Henry Whittaker, archi- 
fect, as stating the roof was_not 
constructed according to specifi 
cations 

“If rain gets into the cracks 
that are appearing every- 
where, next winter may bring a 
a break-up of the roof surface,” 
he quoted Whittaker 
FEARS “INJUSTICE” 

After aluminum and Flint Kote 
peeled off the roof of the barrel, 
leaks occurred, Whittaker said. 
Insul Mastic Co. then did a 50-foot 
strip at the top of the roof with 
their product 

“It is this strip that is now 
showing some blisters, which 
must be rectified.” 

The mayor asked council to 
delay work on waterproofing: the 
arena roof, authorized last No- 
vember, until an inspection re- 
port from the Texas authority is 
received Otherwise he feared 
an injustice will be done to local 
contractors.” 

They had _ complained 
specifications for waterproofing 
prevented them from tendering 
the job. The mayor quoted 
Whittaker as saying no tenders 
were called and that Insul. Mas- 
tic had been ‘told to go ahead 
with the work
